What About Li’l Abner? 


In the first article of the Bill of Rights in the Constitution 
of the United States it is stated that Congress shall make no law 
abridging the freedom of speech or the freedom of the press. 

Could the makers of the Constitution ever have thought in 
their wildest imagination of the lengths to which this freedom 
would be carried? 

One of the cleverest pieces of modern satirizing on govern- 
ment comes from Al Capp’s pen in his comic strip, Li'l Abner. 

About a year ago Capp invented the little country of Lower 
Slobbovia where the snow is waist deep all year around. It start- 
ed around the time the ERP was being debated in Congress, and 
Capp made Li'l Abner the official representative of the Lower 
Slobbovians who were asking for ‘100 billion Rasbutniks (Low- 
er Slobbovian dollar) or, in American money, 75 cents.” 

In a Sunday comic strip which appeared several weeks ago, 
Li'l Abner was again in Lower Slobbovia. This tinie the people 
had heard Senator Phogbound’s radio speech promising United 
States help to ‘‘all ruined nations.’’ The Slobbovians decided to 
take the United States up on the offer. 

Back in a senatorial committee meeting Senator Phogbound 
was thinking: “I never heard of ‘em. But I'll raise a row about 
it, anyhow. It’ll boost my reputation as a great humanitarian. 

The other senators weren't objecting because, as Al Capp’s 
pen put it: “This is a grand chance to get rid of Phogbound. 
We'll send him to Lower Slobbovia to investigate. Maybe he'll 
get lost.” 

‘Capp ended the strip with a note: “The last time we kidded 
the Senateseme people protested that the Senate mustn’t be kid- 
ded. If a thing is good enough and strong enough, it can take 
kidding.” 

What is the significance of this problem? Is Al Capp to be 
lauded as a second Jonathan Swift who has created an American 
equivalent to the English Lilliputia? Is he to be denounced be- 
cause he is making fun of the nation’s leaders? Or is he to be 
ignored as the author of a comic strip which should be laughed 
at and then forgot? —K. D.
